The  Committee  on  Relief  shall  consist  of 
t]ie*Master  and  six  other  members — three  brothers  and 
three  sisters.

7.  At  the  next  stated  meeting,  and  not  thereafter,  I 
said  proposition  may  be  called  up,  and  a  vote  being 
taken  thereon,  the  Charter  shall  not  be  surrendered,  if  I 
voted  against  by  thirteen  members.     Should  the  Char-  ' 
ter  be  surrendered,  the  Worthy  Master  shall  take  pos 
session  thereof,  together  with  all  moneys  and  other  | 
property  of  the  Grange,  and  fonvard  to  the  Master  of  J 
the  State  Grange  an  inventory  of  the  same,  with  his 
certificate  of  such  surrender. 

9.  Should  a  Grange  cease  to  exist  from  any  cause 
whatever,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Worthy  Master  to 
for\vard  to  the  Secretarj*  of  the  Stale  Grange  the  names 
of  all  its  members,  together  with  the  account  current 
of  each  one,  and  any  such  member,  on  payment  to  the  1 
Secretary  of  the  State  Grange  of  all  dues  charged 
against  him  or  her,  shall  receive  from. the  Secretary  a 
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certificate  of  such  former  membership  and  the  dissolu- 
)  lion  of  said  Grange,  which  certificate  shall  be  equiva- 
)  lent  to  a  demit. 

I      ID.     Elections  for  officers  must  be  held  annually  at 
)  the  last  stated  meeting  in  December. 

11.  All  elections  must  be  by  ballot  in  a  Grange 
opened  in  the  fourth  degree,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  shall  be  necessary  to  elect. 

12.  If  a  Grange  fails  to  elect  its  officers,  as  provid- 
ed for  in  Sec.  lo,  the  officers  last  installed  shall  con- 
tinue in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  installed. 

13.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  any  office  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
Grange  to  hold  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

14.  Any  officer  of  the  Grange  may  resign  his  or  her 
office,  in  which  case  the  Worthy  Master  shall  fill  such 
vacancy  by  appointment  until  filled  by  election  as  pro- 
vided in  Sec.  13  ;  but  should  the  office  of  Worthy  Mas- 
ter become  vacant,  either  by  resignation  or  oiherwisc, 
the  officer  next  in  rank  shall  succeed  to  his  rights,  pow- 
ers and  duties. 

15.  Installations. — Every  officer  of  a  charteied 
Grange  must  be  installed  before  exercising  any  of  the 
functions  of  his  or  her  office. 

16.  Officers  must  be  installed  at  the  fir?l  stated  meet- 
ing in  Januar)',  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  special  election,  when  they  shall  be 
installed  immediately.     The  installation  must  be  con-

17.  Granges  may  have  a  public  installation  of  ofl5- 
cers  accoiding  to  the  usual  form. 

18.  Kights  ami  Duties  of  Officers.— \i  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Worthy  Master  to  see  that  the  Constitutions, 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  State  and  National  Gran- 
ges, as  well  as  the  By-Laws  of  his  own  Grange,  are 
strictly  observed ;  that  accurate  records  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  his  Grange  are  regularly  kept;  that  just  ac- 
counts of  all  financial  matters  are  properly  rendered; 
that  returns  are  made  to  the  State  Grange  according  to 
the  fonns  furnished  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  at 
the  beginning  of  each  quarter;  that  the  dues  to  the 
State  Grange  are  promptly  paid ;  that  each  officer  and 
member  of  his  Grange  performs  the  duties  of  his  or 
her  station  faithfully ;  that  all  ceremonies  of  his  Grange 
arc  performed  with  solemnity  and  decorum,  according 
to  the  ritual  of  the  National  Grange,  avoiding  all  tri- 
fling and  levity,  and  that  the  records  of  his  Grange  are 
signed  by  him  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 

ig.  In  the  absence  of  the  Worthy  Master  the  Over- 
seer will  succeed  to  his  duties.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Worthy  Master  and  Overseer  the  Steward  shall  preside. 
In  the  absence  of  all  the  above  officers  no  business  can 
legally  be  done. 

20.     Any  work  performed,  ceremony  administered,  \ 
or  decision  made  by  the  Overseer  or  Steward  when 
presiding,  will  be  as  legal  as  though  done  by  the  Wor- 
thy Master. 
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21.  The  Worthy  Master,  or  presiding  officer,  may, 
after  calling  his  Grange  to  order,  waive  the  right  to 
preside  in  favor  of  any  competent  Brother  present. 

22.  Meetings, — All  meetings  of  the  Grange  are 
either  stated  or  called. 

23.  Stated  meetings  are  those  provided  for  at  fixed 
periods  in  the  By-Laws,  and  can  not  be  called  to  meet 
at  any  other  time. 

24.  Called  meetings  are  those  convened  by  the 
Worthy  Master,  or  presiding  officer,  at  which  time  no 
business  can  be  transacted  except  that  for  which  the 
Grange  has  been  called,  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  each 
member  must  have  notice  of  the  meeting  and  its  objects. 
Should  any  Grange  fail  to  meet  for  six  months,  consec- 
utively, it  will  thereby  forfeit  its  charter,  unless  such 
suspension  of  work  be  by  permission  of  the  Worthy 
Master  of  the  State  Grange. 

25.  Eligibility  of  Petitioners. — Granges  are  pro- 
hibited from  initiating  any  candidate  who  is  under  the 
age  of  sixteen  years  (male),  or  sixteen  years  (female), 
and  from  initlatmg  or  passing  to  the  higher  degree  any 
one  who  is  not  directly  interested  in  agricultural  or 
horticultural  pursuits. 

26.  No  Grange  shall  receive  a  petition  for  initiation 
from  any  one  who  has  been  rejected  by  another  Grange, 
without  unanimous  consent  of  such  Grange,  until  at 
least  six  months  after  such  rejection. 

27.  Applications  for  Membership. — All  applications 
for  initiation  must  be  made  in  the  form  prescribed  by 
the   National  Grange,  signed   by  the   petitioner   and 
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■  recommended  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  Grange. 
•)  28.  Petitions  must  be  presented  at  a  stated  meeting, 
'referred  to  a  committee  for  investigation,  and  then  lay 
':  over  at  least  two  weeks, 

-j  29.  An  application  may  be  withdrawn  by  consent 
''■  of  the  Grange  at  any  time  before  a  ballot  has  been 
;  taken  thereon. 

30.  I\Icnibership, — No  Grange  can  receive  lo  mem- 
':  bership  a  Brother  or  Sister  until  he  or  she  shall  have 
[demitled  from  the  Grange  cf  which  he  or  she  was  a 
;.  member,  unless  such  Grange  shall  have  ceased  to  exist, 
;  in  which  case  he  or  she  may  be  received. 
1  31.  A  Brother  or  Sister  free  from  charges,  may,  for 
j  reasons  satisfactory  lo  themselves,  upon  application  to 

•  the  Grange,  nnd  payment  of  all  dues,  demit  therefrom. 
\      32.     No  person  can  be  a  member  of  more  than  one 

■  Grange,  except  as  provided  in  section 

■,      "^"i^.     Honorary  Members. — A  Grange  may  elect  to 

•  honorary  membership  a  member   of  another  Grange 

•  who  may  have  merited  the  distinction  by  long  or 
:  eminent  services  to  the  Order. 

)      34.     Such  honorary  membership  will  confer   upon 

■  the  recipient  the  right  to  participate  in  all  the  labors  of 
;•  the  Grange,  except  lo  vote  and  hold  office,  but  shall 
:  not  subject  him  or  her  to  the  payment  of  dues. 

35.  Balloting. — In  the  balloting  for  initiation  every 

■  member  present  must  vote,  and  should  three  negative 
votes  appear,  the  Worthy  Master  shall  declr\re  the 
applicant  rejected. 

36.  After  an  applicant  has  been  rejected  tl»e  case

can  come  before  the  Grange  again  only  by  petition,  as 
in  the  first  instance,  and  lay  over  at  least  two  weeks. 

37.  No  debate  must  be  allowed  after  a  ballot  has 
been  ordered,  and  no  inquiiy  permitted  or  statement 
made  as  to  the  character  of  any  one's  vote. 

38.  The  ballot  alone  decides  the  question  of  admis- 
sion of  a  candidate,  whether  the  committee  report 
favorably  or  unfavorably. 

39.  A  vote  on  the  investigation  of  charges,  or  to 
inflict  a  penalty,  must  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  find  guilty  or  to 
affix  the  penalty. 

40.  A  vote  by  ballot  can  in  no  case  be  reconsidered, 
except  in  finding  guilty  or  affixing  a  penalty  in  case  of 
trials. 

41.  In  all  cases  not  hereinbefore  mentioned,  ibc 
vote  may  be  taken  by  ayes  and  noes,  or  by  show  of 
hands,  and  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  shall  decide. 

42.  All  ballotings  for  initiation  or  membership 
must  be  at  stated  meeting^5. 

43.  JForA'  and  Business. — All  work  or  business  of 
a  Grange,  excej)t  conferring  the  inferior  degrees,  must 
be  done  in  a  Grange  opened  in  the  fourth  degree . 

44.  Before  proceeding  to  the  work  of  any  degree, 
the  Grange  may  be  opened  in  that  degree  with  the  ap- 
propriate ceremonies;  and  when  the  work  for  which 
the  Grange  was  opened  has  been  performed,  it  must  be 
closed  with  the  appropriate  ceremonies. 

45.  All  business  presented  must  be  taken  up  in 
such  order  as  the  Worthy  Master  may  determine. 
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46.  In  all  discussions  personal  reflections  and  all  ; 
allusions  to  political  or  sectarian  topics  are  prohibited.  ' 

47.  In  the  consideration  and  decision  of  any  sub-  ( 
ject,  no  one  must  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  twice  • 
upon  any  one  point  withduf  permission  of  the  Worthy  ( 
Master,  except  to  explain,  and  must  confine  himself  to  '; 
the  subject  under  consideration.  • 

48.  When,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Worthy  Master,  ': 
a  subject  has  been  sufficiently  discussed,  and  he  rises  •: 
to  put  the  question,  all  debate  must  cease.  ," 

49.  Ceremonies. — In  conferring  the  several  degrees  ; 
the  ceremonies  must  conform  to  the  ritual  adopted  hy 
the  National  Grange. 

50.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Grange  to  perform  the 
funeral  rites  of  the  Order  at  the  burial  of  a  member, 
unless  objection  be  made  by  immediate  friends,  or 
have  been  made  by  the  deceased. 

51.  Right  to  Visit. — No  visitors  can  be  admitted 
except  they  be  vouched  for  by  the  Overseer,  by  a  com- 
mittee of  examination,  or  by  a  Brother  or  Sister,  who 
have  sat  with  them  in  a  Grange  opened  in  a  degree  as 
advanced  as  that  to  which  they  seek  admission. 

52.  Any  Brother  or  Sister  who,  for  a  period  of 
three  months,  shall  reside  within  this  State  and  fail  to 
attach  him  or  herself  with  some  regular  Grange, 
thereby  deprives  him  or  her  of  the  right  to  visit  a 
Grange,  to  a  burial  by  the  Order,  or  to  participate  in 
any  of  its  public  ceremonies. 

53.  Quarterly  Reports. — The  quarterly  reports  to  •  ^ 
the  State  Grange  must  be  made  by  each  Subordinate 
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Grange  up  to  the  end  of  each  quarter,  and  promptly 
forwarded  to  the.  Secretary  of  the  State  Grange,  a  du- 
plicate of  which  report  shall,  at  the  same  time,  be  for- 
warded to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  Grange. 

54.  The  first  quarter  closes  on  the  thirty-first  (31) 
day  of  March,  the  second  quarter  on  the  thirtieth  (30) 
day  of  June,  the  third  quarter  on  the  thirtieth  (30)  day 
of  September,  and  the  fpurth  on  the  thirty-first  (31) 
day  of  December  in  each  year. 

55.  A  failure  to  report  and  pay  dues  for  two  quar- 
ters shall  deprive  the  Grange  of  the  right  to  be  repre- 
sented in  the  State  Grange. 

56.  Offenses  and  Penalties. — Whatever  is  a  breach 
of  good  morals,  contraiy  to  the  precepts  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  or  violation  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  or  of 
the  United  States,  is  an  offense  against  the  principles 
of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  and  must  be  promptly 
dealt  with. 

•  57.  Any  kind  of  betting  or  gambling  whereby  any- 
thing of  value  may  be  lost  or  won  must  not  be  tolerated. 

58.  Any  member  who  disobeys  the  order  of  the 
Worthy  Master,  or  in  any  manner  disturbs  the  harmony 
of  the  Grange,  must  be  held  to  a  strict  account  therefor. 

59.  Communicating  the  proceedings  of  u  Grringe 
to  persons  not  members  of  the  Order,  is  an  offense.  If 
done  by  a  visitor  it  shall  bar  his  or  her  right  to  visit 
that  Grange,  and  if  done  by  a  member,  the  Grange 
must  promptly  inllict  such  penalty  as  the  offense 
merits. 

60.  The  penalties  recognized  are  fourr — 
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y'7;.y/'-— Reprimand, 

.^^tvwr/— Suspension  for  a  definite  lime. 
Third — Suspension  indefinitely. 
Fourth — E.\pulsion. 

6 1 .  Tn'a/s.—'No  inember  can  be  reprimanded,  sus- 
pended or  expelled  for  any  cau^c  whatever  except 
upon  written  charges  and  specifications,  and  due  notice 
of  the  lime  and  place  of  trial  being  given,  except  as 
provided  in  Section  7. 

62.  Any  member  in  good  standing  has  the  right  to 

prefer  charges. 

63.  All  chai-ges  must  be  made  in  writing,  setting 
forth  the  ofTense  committed  and  specifications  thereof, 
with  the  names  of  witnesses,  and  presented  at  a  staled 
meeting,  when  they  shall  be  read  in  open. Grange,  and 
spread  upon  the  record.  The  Worthy  Master  shall 
then  set  a  time  for  trial  and  order  the  Secretary  to  serve 
upon  the  accused  a  eopy  of  the  charges  and  specifica- 
tions and  names  of  witnesses,  and  also  notify  him  of 
her  of  the  lime  of  trial,  but  in  no  case  shall  less  than 
seven  days'  notice  be  given, 

64.  The  Sccietaiy  may  serve  the  notice  in  person 
'.  or  by  mail.  Eut  if  sent  by  mail  a  reasonable  time  shall 
•;  be  allowed  the  accused  to  receive  it,  in  addition  to  the 
:  seven   days.      If  the   accused  be   present  when   the 

charges  are  presented  it  shall  be  sufiicient  notice. 

65.  At  the  time  set  for  trial,  if  the  accused  fail  to 
appear  in  person,  or  by  counsel,  or  if  he  or  she  has  ab- 
sconded before  notice  is  served,  the  Worthy  Master 
may  continue  the  case  to  some  future  time,  or  appoint 
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a  competent  member  to  appear  for  him  or  her  and  hear 
and  decide  upon  the  case  as  though  the  accused  were 
present.  ShouUl  ihe  accused  appear  and  plead  guihy 
to  the  charges  and  specifications  no  further  evidence  is 
necessary,  and  the  Grange  shall  at  once  proceed  to  fix 
the  penalty. 

66.  Any   member   ia   good   standing   may  act   as 
counsel  for  the  Grange  or  the  accused. 

67.  The  accused,  when  on  trial,  can  not  be  allowed  ; 
to  vote  on  any  question  growing  out  of  his  or  her  own  ; 
case. 

68.  After  the  evidence  shall  have  been  presented  ) 
and  the  prosecutor  and  defendant,  by  themselves  or  i 
counsel,  have  had  an  opportunity  of  being  heard,  the  5 
defendant  shall  retire  and  the  Grange  shall  proceed  to  ' 
decide  by  ballot — first,  whether  the  accused  is  guilty  i 
as  charged,  and,  if  found  guilty  by  a  majority  of  the  ; 
votes  cast,  then  to  fix  penalty,  commencing  with  the  ■ 
highest  grade  and  so  on  down  until  some  penalty  is  :

69.  Riilei  of  Evidence. — The  rules  of  evidence  \ 
shall  be,  so  far  as  applicable,  the  same  as  in  the  courts  ( 
of  equity,  except  that  no  oath  shall  be  required  of  a  ) 
witness.  ( 

70.  The  accused  shall  be  a  competent  witness,  but  / 
shall  not  be  required  by  the  Grange  to  give  evidence  \ 
unless  they  shall  first  offer  themselves,  in  their  own  be-  ( 
half,  when  they  shall  answer  all  questions  relating  to  '; 
the  case. 

7  (      The  evidence  of  Patrons  who  may  be  unable 
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to  attend  the  trial,  and  of  persons  not  members  of  the 
Order,  shall  be  taken  in  writing  by  a  committee  np- 
.    pointed  by  the  Worthy  Master,  of  which  the  opposite 
party  must,  if  possible,  have  notice.
